AND HELD) BEER 


New York, July I.—It was “good­ 
bye whisky,—hello beer,” in the na­ 
tion’s metropolis today. 
About half of New York’s 7,000 sa­ 
loons reopened as usual at 6 o’clock 
this morning after a hilarious night 
in which hundreds of thousands of 
New Yorkers and 
out-ofl-towraers 
drank farewell highballs. 
cocktails 
and rickeys in Broadway bars, restau­ 
rants and roof gardens. 
But under 
instructions from the police the vast 
majority today were selling only 2.75 
per cent beer and wines that were 
considered too light to lie intoxicat­ 
ing Few places defied the law to the 
extent of continuing the sale of whis­ 
key and “hard” liquors and those that 
did said nothing about it. 
It was way after one o’clock this 
morning when limousines, taxis, sub­ 
ways, elevateds and street cars car­ 
ried home the last of the gay crowd 
,that had been making the most of the 
last night on earth for king booze. 
From midnight on, every train 
was 
bulging. 
The scenes in the 
restaurants re­ 
called memories of some old 
time 
New Year’s eves excepting that the 
new year’s eve formula of 
“cham­ 
pagne only” was not enforced. 
Whiskey being the parting guest, 
the general sentiment was the proper 
thing to drink and probably never be­ 
fore in the history of Manhattan has 
smo much juice of the corn been con­ 
sumed. 
In many Broadway restau­ 
rants the arrival of midnight brought 
the guests to their feet to drink sol­ 
emn toasts in whiskey. 
Practically all the restaurants ceas­ 
ed serving hard liquors at midnight, 
some celebrants provided again this 
emergency by parking 
a dozen or 
more drinks upon their tables before 
the midnight hour. 
At least one big 
cafe defied th elaw and continued jri 
serve drinks with a kick until I a. rn 
Bars at the Knickerbocker and other 
big hotels early in -the evening refus­ 
ed to waste time mixing drinks and 
rushed straight whiskeys and high 
balls over the mahogany at break­ 
neck speed.

Chicago, July I.—Chicago 
is on

The trailer is filled with 
2.75 per

which, 
under the provisions of an emergency 
ordinance passed by the city council, 
may 
legally 
be

The ordinance authorizes the issu­ 
ance of 60 day saloon licenses for the 
sale of wines and 2.76 per cent beer, 
with the provision that in case 
the 
search and seizure law 
operates to 
prevent the opening of the saloons, 
the license fee will be refunded. 
Passage of the ordinance followed 
the announcement 
of the 
attorney 
general of Illinois, that 
under the 
present status of the war time pro­ 
hibition law, boer and wines may con- 
tinue to be sold. 
Leaders of the prohibition move­ 
ment are preparing to resist the rul­ 
ing of the .state’s attorney general, 
claiming that Hie search and seizure 
law passed by the last.

Columbus, July I.—New 
prohibi­ 
tion enforcement codes* which have 
been recommended by the house ju­ 
diciary committee, will be passed by 
congress next week* according 
to 
Wayne B Wheeler, general counsel 
of the antisaloon league of America, 
here today attending the Methodist 
centenary. 
One 
act 
provides 
for 
the enforcement of wartime prohibi­ 
tion, another for permanent prohibi­ 
tion under the eighteenth amendment 
to the constitution, effective next Jan­ 
uary and the third deals with 
the 
manufacture and distribution of in­ 
dustrial alcohol. 
Wheeler put great stress on the en­ 
forcement measure which he says con­ 
gress will pass and which he had a 
large part in drafting. He calls par­ 
ticular attention to this clause: 
“The transportation, 
importation, 
exportation, selling, bartering and po- 
sossion of liquor for beverage pur 


poses, except in a bona fide residence, 
is also prohibited.” 
“Tablets, compounds and formulas 
for the manufacture of intoxicating 
liquors are prohibited and all who 
handle liquor for non-beverage pur» 
poses are required to secure a license 
similar to those now required by the 
federal government,” said Wheeler 
“People who sell liquor must keep 
a record of sales and all 
packages 
containing liquor must be 
labelled. 
The commissioner of internal revenue 
and attorney general are made re 
sponsible for the enforcement of the 
law,” continued Wheeler. 
Wheeler met here with 
the cam­ 
paign committee of the Ohio dry fed­ 
eration and James A. White, 
Ohio 
manager, was instructed to notify all 
county organizations to prepare for 
a fight to the finish this fall with the 
liquor interests who seek to repeal 
constitutional prohibition and 
defeat 
enforcement and re g u la to ry 
law* 
passed by the Ohio general assembly

PRY ENFORCEMENT LAWS WILL BE 
PASSED NEXT WEEK SAYS WHEELER 


Columbus, July I.— New 
prohibi­ 
tion enforcement codes* which have 
been recommended by the house ju­ 
diciary committee, will he passed by 
congress next week* according 
to 
Wayne B 
Wheeler, general counsel 
of tile antisaloon league of America, 
hero today attending the Methodist 
centenary. 
One 
act 
provides 
for 
tilt* enforcement of wartime prohibi­ 
tion, another for permanent prohibi­ 
tion under the eighteenth amendment 
to the constitution, effective next Jan­ 
uary and the third deals with 
the 
manufacture and distribution of in 
dustrial alcohol. 
Wheeler put great stress on the en­ 
forcement measure which he says con­ 
gress will pass and which he had a 
large part in drafting. He calls par­ 
ticular attention to this clause: 
“The transportation. 
importation, 
exportation, selling* bartering and po- 
session of liquor for beverage pun 


poses, except in a bona fide residence, 
is also prohibited.” 
“Tablets, compounds and formulas 
for the manufacture of intoxicating 
liquors are prohibited and all who 
handle liquor for non-beverage 
pur* 
poses are required to secure a demise 
similar to those now required by the 
federal government,” said Wheeler 
“People "who sell liquor must keep 
a record of sales and all 
package* 
containing liquor must be 
labelled. 
The commissioner of internal revenue 
and attorney general are made re 
sponsible for the enforcement of the 
law,” continued Wheeler.
